Johnny  Devlin  and  his  "three""  offered  us  music.  Bridge  games  were  playetl  in  the 
foyer  and  the  supper,  given  downstairs  at  eleven  o'clock,  was  much  appreciated  by 
every  person!  Our  chaperons,  Mrs.  Sawyer  and  Mrs.  Skinner,  seemed  to  enjoy  the 
whole  party. 

This  assembling  taught  us  to  know  each  other  better  (although  some  members 
had  no  interest  in  coming  at  all)  but  it  made  us  realize  how  .soon  bigger  responsi- 
bilities would  appear. 

We  are  now  fully  organized  with  efficient  officers  and  we  have  a  ring  committee 
which  is  choosing  our  cla.ss  rings  but  we  still  need  the  loyalty  of  all  our  members  to 
make  ourselves  a  class  to  be  remembered  with  pride — for  memory  lives  long  after 
us  I  .   .   .

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A  Word  to  the  Wise 


Musical  education  is  in  process  of  transformation.  The  day  is  past  when  a 
musician  could  succeed  by  being  merely  a  good  musician.  Mental  competition  in  all 
fields  is  more  keen  and  active  than  ever  before.  This  is  an  age  when  mental  as  well 
as  artistic  efficiency  is  not  only  a  desidercitinn,  but  a  .line  f/ito  non.  The  universally 
recognized  stamp  of  intellectual  accomplishment  is  a  college  degree.  The  right  to 
affix  certain  talismanic  letters  to  the  signature  is  the  one  invariable  pre-retjuisite  to 
every  desirable  position.  The  degrees  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  are 
accepted  everywhere  as  the  earnest  of  a  certain  specific  academic  attainment. 
But  even  more  than  this  is  necessary  to  the  thorough  training  of  an  expert  in  a 
professional  field.  Just  as  a  physician  mu.st  secure  his  M.D.  and  an  attorney  his 
legal  degree  before  entering  his  practice,  .so  a  musician  .should  prepare  him.self  for 
the  richest  future  possible  by  securing  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Music  at  as  early  a 
stage  in  his  career  as  possible.  In  the  common  currency  of  academic  attainment 
which  forms  the  ba.sis  of  evaluation  under  present  day  .schola.stic  .standards,  the 
degree  Bachelor  of  Music  is  of  more  specific  value  to  the  practitioner  of  theoretical 
and  applied  music  than  is  any  other  degree. 

The  New  England  Con.servatory  offers  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Music  for  a 
course  of  study  which  requires  approximately  two  years  in  musical  and  academic 
subjects  after  the  diploma  is  awarded  for  musical  accomplishment.  It  is  therefore 
the  equivalent  of  a  Master's  degree  in  any  other  field,  since  it  represents  practically 
two  years  of  graduate  work,  and  is  a  more  comprehensive  degree  than  either  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science. 

It  is  my  hope  that  many  of  the  present  graduating  class  may  return  to  the 
Conservatory  to  secure  the  further  equipment  in  sound  musicianship  and  academic 
training  which  is  offered  in  our  Collegiate  Department,  leading  to  the  ultimate 
acquirement  of  a  degree.

15y  achieving  an  overwhelming  number  of  victories  the  various  teams  of  the 
Conservatory  have  left  a  record  that  will  make  the  year  1931-J5-2  long  remembered  in 
the  annals  of  our  school  athletics.  Commencing  in  the  fall  with  an  eleven  whose 
prowess  became  a  by-word  throughout  the  country,  continuing  with  basketball  and 
hockey  teams  which  were  unquestionably  outstanding  in  the  history  of  Conserva- 
tory athletics,  and  closing  with  crew  activities  and  an  absolutely  undefeated  base- 
ball nine,  we  have  attained  an  athletic  renown  the  like  of  which  has  never  been 
known  before. 

Previous  to  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall,  speculation  was  rife  as  to  who 
would  fill  the  position  of  line  coach  for  the  football  team.  This  speculation  was  soon 
dispelled  by  the  appointment  of  "Frenchie"  to  the  post:  the  announcement  of  his 
acceptance  was  hailed  not  only  with  satisfaction  but  also  with  genuine  rejoicing. 
"Frenchie's"  ability  with  five  lines  is  ])roverl)ial  and  the  season  proved  that  his 
reputation  was  backed  by  an  unusual  knowledge  of  his  business.  He  introduced  a 
method  of  line  shifts  that  amazed  the  spectators  and  absolutely  baffled  opponents. 
"Frenchie""  modestly  disclaimed  inventing  the  system,  saying  that  although  it  was 
virtually  unknown  here  it  was  commonly  used  in  European  schools  where  it  is  known 
as  the  Do-clef  method  of  transposition. 

In  any  event  the  system  met  with  magnificent  success  allowing  the  backfield, 
coached  as  usual  by  our  Athletic  Director,  to  crash  through  for  long  gains.  The 
backfield  was  especially  good  this  year,  being  comprised  entirely  of  percussion 
l)layers  noted  for  their  ability  to  crash  through  anything.  The  results  of  the  en- 
counters are  now  history,  and  it  will  uncjuestionably  be  a  long  time  before  our  time- 
honored  chief  adversary  Emerson  recovers  from  the  shock  of  her  crushing  defeat  on 
Thanksgiving  day. 

Space  does  not  permit  of  a  detailed  account  of  the  events  of  the  basketball 
and  hockey  seasons.  The  quintet  under  Coach  Ferocious,  relatively  a  newcomer  to 
the  coaching  staft",  developed  an  ensemble  which  pro\  ed  the  despair  of  all  opponents 
and,  increasing  in  a  tremendous  crescendo  of  victories,  culminated  in  the  utter  rout  of 
International  Correspondence  School  to  the  tune  of  i-Z-O.  Again  the  hockey  aspirants 
were  coached  by  the  member  of  our  faculty  famed  for  his  dramatic  method  of  de- 
veloping a  team  noted  for  its  poise  and  grace  not  to  mention  its  superb  diction, 
pantomime  and  gesture.  Comedy  by  the  Conservatory  aggregation  proved  tragedy 
to  oj)ponents  and  the  resounding  defeat  of  Alexander  Hamilton  Institute  in  two 
overtime  periods  provided  the  climax  of  the  season. 

Crew  was  a  new^  activity  this  year  for  the  Conservatory  and  was  added  at  the 
urgent  request  of  the  "old  grads."  Because  of  the  current  depression  it  was  felt  at 
first  that  the  school  could  not  afford  a  coach  for  this  sport.  The  insi-stence  of  the 
alumni  and  the  lack  of  funds  involved  the  authorities  in  a  dilemma  to  which  there 
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was  a|)i)arently  no  solution.  However,  liearinj^  of  the  difficulty,  the  youn<i  Apollo 
oi"  our  school  came  forward  to  relieve  the  situation  modestly  asserting  that  he  had 
formerly  stroked  the  crew  at  Wellesley  and  was  thus  eminently  (|ualified  to  coach 
the  sport.  Kciuipment  was  obtained  and  the  first  season  of  this  shell  game  was  at 
lea.st  auspicious  if  not  too  decidedly  victorious. 

Ha.sehall  was  another  example  of  Conservatory  prowess  in  athletics  and  as  al- 
ready mentioned,  this  year's  team  was  absolutely  undefeated.  The  coach,  Mr. 
Knglish,  demonstrated  to  the  public  .school  music  .students  that  by  varying  only  one 
vowel,  their  favorite  pastime  of  throwing  the  bull  could  be  changed  to  throwing  the 
ball.  This  created  such  an  interest  in  the  sport  that  a  nine  was  developed  which  was 
uni(iue  in  the  history  of  Conservatory  athletics  and  which  will  long  be  remembered 
by  devotees  of  sport.
